therein: And in His moſt gracious and pious diſpoſition, is as ready 
and willing as any Ling oz Queene of this Realme euer was in any 
— thing to releeue the diſtreſſes and neceſſities of His good Subiects 
Het in his Pꝛincelp wiſedome fozeſeeing, that in this (as in all other things) oꝛder is tobe obs 
ſcrucd, and fit times are neceſſary to be appointed koꝛ perfozming of this great woꝛke of Charity; 
And taking into his Nopall conſideration, how aduerle and dangerous trauell in the winter 
fcaſon is to the health of grieued and diſeaſed perſons, eſpecially to ſuch as line in the remote 
Counties of this Kingdome, doth therefozc hereby publiſh and declare His Royall pleaſure to 
be, and alſo willeth andcommandeth,that from the time of the publiſhing of this Pꝛotlamation, 
no perſon oz perſons whatloeuer, doe attempt oꝛ pzclume to repatre to His Mateſties Royall 
Court to be healed of that diſeaſe, befoze the Feaſt of the Birth of Our Lozd God now next com: 
ming. And to the end that all His louing Subiects may the better take knowledge of this His 
Matieſttes plealure and command, Hts pleaſure is, that this Pꝛotlamation be publiſhed and at: 
fixed in lome fit and open place in euerp Market towne of this Realme, 


Giuen at His Maieſties Palace at Hampton Court this three and twentieth day of September, in ths 
tenth yecre of the Reigne of our Souereigne Lord Cn AKL Es by the grace of God King of 
England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c.
